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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


For  the  year  ended  31 st  December,  1972» 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  much  pleasiare  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1972. 

The  Registrar  Generals  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  District 
at  Mid- June  1972  was  22,960  which  is  an  increase  of  63O  over  the  previous 
years  figure. 

The  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  for  the  year 
1972  was  310  (13  of  which  were  illegitimate)  which  is  2 more  than  in 
1971*  The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  13»5  (adjusted  13»9)  por 
1,000  estimated  population.  The  birth  rates  for  England  and  V/ales  and 
the  County  of  Lancaster  were  14.8  and  13«5  (adjusted  15.6)  respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year  1972  was 
280  which  is  13  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  crude  death  rate 
was  12.2  (adjusted  9*2)  per  1,000  estimated  population.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  figure  takes  into  account  that  the  population  of  the  District 
comprises  a high  proportion  of  elderly  persons.  The  death  rates  for 
the  Country  as  a whole  and  for  Lancashire  were  12.1  and  12.5  (adjusted 
13.2)  respectively. 

The  Registrar  General  provides  a table  giving  the  causes  of  death 
in  age  groups  and  this  is  reproduced  later  in  the  Report.  From  this  it 
will  be  seen  that  137  of  the  280  deaths  occurred  in  persons  75  years  of 
age  or  over  and  a further  64  were  between  65  and  74  years  of  age.  These 
two  groups  together  accounted  for  201  or  72  per  cent  of  the  total  of  280 
deaths  in  the  District  last  year.  Of  these  deaths  l4  were  in  fact  over 
the  age  of  90. 

In  regard  to  causes  of  death  the  number  who  died  from  malignant 
disease  was  45  exactly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from 
cancer  of 'the  lung  increased  however,  from  7 to  12  this  year.  Deaths 
from  all  forms  of  heart  disease  numbered  123  comfsired  with  128,  a 
decrease  of  5«  Coronary  heart  disease  accounted  for  no  fewer  than  103 
of  these  (all  over  55  years  of  age)  an  increase  of  4.  Cerebrovascular 
disease  (Strokes)  was  the  cause  of  39  deaths  as  compared  with  51  in  1971* 
Motor  Vehicle  accidents  were  responsable  for  4 deaths  and  other  accidents 
also  4,  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year  being  3 and  4, 

The  number  of  suicides  was  2 the  same  as  in  1971* 
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The  number  of  infojite  who  died  in  1972  before  reaching  one  year  of 
age  was  7 compared  with  3 in  the  previous  year*  Four  of  these  deaths 
occurred  within  4 hours  of  birth  and  the  other  three  within  4 days. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  District  was  23  per  1,000  live 
births  whilst  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  Lancashire  were  17 
and  l8,1  respectively,  V/hilst  the  increased  number  of  infant  deaths 
is,  of  course,  regrettable  such  fluctuations  are  not  unexpected  when 
dealing  with  comparatively  small  figures.  It  is  again  pleasing  to 
report  that  for  the  ninth  successive  year  there  were  no  deaths 
arising  from  childbirth  or  abortion  and  this  should  be  regarded  as  a 
high  tribute  to  the  standard  of  medical  and  nursing  care  in  the  district. 

The  niunber  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  was  9k  compared  with  133  in  1971,  and  this  is  the  lowest  for  many 
years.  Notifications  of  Measles  increased  from  25  to  73  and  emphasises 
the  need  to  have  children  vaccinated  against  this  disease  if  it  is  to 
be  virtually  eradicated  as  has  been  the  case  with  several  other  infectious 
diseases.  Protection  against  Gorman  Measles  (Rubella)  by  means  of 
vaccination  is  also  now  available  to  all  girls  between  the  ages  of  11 
and  l4  years  and  to  women  of  childbea-ring  age  who,  such  as  school  teachers, 
are  at  special  risk  of  acquiring  rubella  or  transmitting  it  to  others, 
provided  they  request  it  and  are  sero-negative.  This  disease  is  now 
recognised  as  a serious  danger  to  women  during  pregnancy  because  of 
its  potentially  harmful  effect  on  the  unborn  child  resulting  in  congenital 
abnormalities.  The  availability  of  new  vaccines  must  not  lead  to  the 
neglect  of  protection  against,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis 
and  tetanus  (lockjaw),  otherwise  there  is  a real  danger  that  they  will 
re-appear  in  the  District,  Apart  from  2 cases  of  whooping  cough  none 
of  these  diseases  wore  notified  in  the  District  during  1972.  Only  one 
case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  as  compared  with  73  in  the  previous 
year.  Three  cases  of  acute  meningitis  wore  notified,  one  of  which,  duo 
to  meningococcal  infection,  proved  fatal.  Only  one  case  of  tuberculosis 
was  notified  and  this  was  a non-respiratory  case.  There  were  2 
notifications  of  infective  jaundice  as  compared  with  5 in  1971*  This 
disease  was  made  generally  notifiable  in  I968  under  the  Public  Health 
(Infective  Jaundice)  Regulations,  It  is  a virus  infection  against  which 
no  really  effective  measures  of  control  have  yet  been  discovered 
although  strict  attention  to  personal  hygiene  is  important. 

Health  Departments  have  very  important  duties  to  perform  in  promoting 
healthier  environmental  conditions.  Such  matters  as  supervision  of  food 
and  water  supplies,  housing,  clean  air,  refuse  collection  and  disposal, 
sewerage  and  sewage  treatment  and  noise  abatement  all  require  constant 
supervision. 

In  regard  to  clean  air  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  it  is 
anticipated  that  Smoke  Control  orders  for  Areas  No,  3 and  No.  k will 
come  into  operation  during  the  year  1973* 
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Housing  of  the  elderly  in  the  District  has  for  many  years  now 
received  much  attention  both  by  the  Council  and  voluntary  bodies  and 
during  the  past  years  I'lilwood  Abboyfield  Housing  Society  has  added 
to  the  accommodation  available  by  acquiring  a second  house.  Regarding 
general  housing  199  were  completed  by  private  developers  during  the 
year  and  the  Council  estate  of  48  one  and  two  bedroomed  flats  were 
completed  and  occupied  by  the  end  of  May.  The  proposed  provision  of 
a new  enlarged  main  sewer  in  place  of  the  defective  and  inadequate 
Savick  Sewer  will  prove  a very  worth-while  improvement  when  comjjleted, 
inasmuch  as  it  should  prevent  pollution  of  the  Savick  Brook  which 
has  occurred  repeatedly  in  the  past. 

The  Council,  over  the  years,  has  been  active  in  providing 
recreational  facilities  in  the  District  and  towards  the  end  of  the 
yecxr  work  Wcxs  begun  on  the  initial  stages  of  a sports  complex 
incorporating  indoor  swimming  pools  and  provision  for  many  other 
activities,  such  a^ scheme  must  surely  encourage  the  purposeful  use 
of  leisure  time  as  opposed  to  vandalism  which  is  so  rife  at  the 
present  time. 

Once  again  my  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  McFarlane  and  Staff  for 
the  enthusiastic  manner  in  which  they  carry  out  their  duties  and  their 
co-operation  at  all  times.  I am  also  grateful  to  other  Officers  and 
Staff  for  their  readiness  to  help  whenever  required. 

I must  also  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  constant  support,  interest  and  encouragement. 

It  seems  more  than  likely  that  the  impending  re-organisation  of 
both  Local  Government  and  the  National  Health  Service  will  have  taken 
place  before  another  ^hinual  Report  can  be  presented.  One  result  of 
these  changes  will,  of  course,  be  that  Medical  Officers  will  cease  to 
be  on  the  Staff  of  Local  Authorities  although  it  is  understood,  they 
will  continue  to  be  available  in  advisory  capacities.  Personally, 

I shall  be  very  sorry  indeed  to  sever  the  close  and  happy  relations 
which  I have  had  for  many  years  with  both  Council  Members  and  Staff.

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Physical  Charactoristics  of  the  Area 


The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  oblong  in  shape.  The  highest 
point  of  the  area  is  in  the  North  East  being  190  feet  above  sea  level, 
and  the  lowest  point  in  the  South  West  being  55  feet  above  the  datum 
line.  Gentle  rises  and  falls  characterise  the  district. 

There  are  four  streams  flowing  through  the  area,  from  East  to  V/est, 
These  are:-  Sharoe  Brook,  Boundary  Brook,  Savick  Brook  and  Eaves  Brook, 
Eaves  Brook  forms  the  Southern  boundary  of  the  district  and  separates 
the  Urban  District  from  the  County  Borough  of  Preston,  The  Savick  Brook 
is  the  largest  of  the  four  and  also  the  most  rapid  in  its  flow,  and 
after  heavy  rain  it  frequently  overflows  its  banks  and  floods  adjoining 
lands. 

Geologically  the  area  is  part  of  the  Lancashire  Plain  which  is 
floored  with  red  rock  of  the  Triassic  age  (examples  of  these  rocks  can 
be  seen  at  the  base  of  the  cliffs  at  Blackpool),  Most  of  this  floor 
is  impermeable,  but  there  is  a fault  of  Bunter  Sandstone  which  runs 
from  South  East  to  North  West  through  part  of  the  district  and  is 
considered  to  be  water  bearing.  Superficial  to  the  rock  base  there 
are  three  layers  of  Glacial  Drift  varying  in  depth  from  90  to  150  feet  - 
the  Iiower  Boulder  Clay,  the  Drift  Sand  and  the  Upper  Boulder  Clay, 

The  thickness  of  the  individual  layers  varies  considerably  in  different 
parts  of  the  district.  In  the  North  Eastern  portion  there  are  many 
bluffs  or  hillocks  composed  entirely  of  Drift  Sand  with  a covering  of 
Upper  Boulder  Clay  of  varying  thickness.  Some  of  these  bluffs  have, 
on  the  contrary,  a central  core  of  clay  and  a surround  of  sand.  All 
the  bluffs  rest  upon  a base  of  Lower  Boulder  Clay  tfiany -fsot  .in  thidkness. 
Towards  the  Western  side  of  the  district,  the  Upper  Boulder  Clay  layer 
is  above  20  feet  in  thickness,  resting  upon  sand  of  up  to  50  feet  in 
depth  with  a layer  of  Lower  Boulder  Clay  underneath,  which  varies 
considerably  in  thickness.  The  Triassic  Rock  Layer  is  raised  above 
the  existing  sea  level  but  forms  an  inclined  plain  rising  to  the 
Pennines.  The  Glacial  Drift  Layers  above  this  rock  layer  sometimes 
reach  a depth  of  170  feet. 

In  the  drift  layers,  pebbles  and  boulders  are  found  consisting 
of  Yoredale  Grits,  Limestone,  Lakeland  Traps,  Granites  and  Volc.anic 
Ash  brought  down  from  the  Lakeland  mountains  by  ice  movement,  Occeisionally 
granite  from  Criffell  on  the  North  side  of  the  Solway  may  be  found. 

Water  bearing  seams  occur  at  the  surface  of  the  Lower  Boulder  Clay  and 
on  thin  beds  of  clay  in  the  Middle  Drift,

Social  Conditions  and  i-imenities  of  the  District 


Fulwood  is  a primarily  residential  area  with  good  housing,  no 
industrial  concerns,  and  a few  dairy  farms  and  small  amount  of  cultivation. 
The  amount  of  agricultural  land  in  the  district  decreases  each  year  with 
planning  consent  being  given  for  additional  areas  for  private  housing 
development.  Apart  from  a considerable  acreage  scheduled  for  building 
over  this  next  two  years,  the  Central  Lancashire  Development  Corporation 
is  in  the  process  of  purchasing  extensive  tracts  of  land  in  Fulwood 
which  will  eventually  be  cleared  for  development. 

Two  branches  of  the  Lancashire  County  Library  serve  Fulwood  residents, 
with  one  in  Garstang  Road  for  the  Northern  part  of  the  district  and  the 
other  situated  in  Sharoe  Green  Lane  serving  the  Southern  area. 

A wide  variety  of  sports  and  recreation  is  available- to  Fulwood 
residents  including  an  active  over  60's  club.  There  is  an  old  established 
golf  club,  tennis  club  and  private  bowling  club  in  the  district,  several 
amateur  football  clubs  are  active. in  local  leagues,  and  there  are  two 
well  known  cricket  clubs,  one  with  their  ground  in  Fulwood,  the  other 
situated  on  the  Northern  bovindary  of  the  district.  An  amateur  rugby 
club  is  in  the  process  of  moving  their  headquarters  and  ground  to  a 
site  adjoining  the  Northern  bovindary  of  Fulwood.  There  are  three  large 
playing  fields  in  Fulwood  situated  in  Garstang  Road,  Cadley  Causeway 
and  Conway  Drive.  These  are  Council  owned  and  maintained,  and  two  are 
equiped  with  a children’s  playing  area. 

Work  on  the  initial  stages  of  the  new  sports  complex  was  commenced 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  This  is  situated  in  Black  Bull  Lane,  adjoining 
the  Fulwood  County  Secondary  School,  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  by 
the  end  of  1974.  It  will  house  a 25  metre  swimming  pool,  and  learner 
pool,  squash  courts,  sauna  bath,  activities  room  etc. 
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Old  Peoples  V/elfare 


The  generally  high  standard  of  service  to  the  elderly  residents 
of  the  district  was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  with  the  old 
peoples  Welfare  Committee,  Voluntary  Visitors,  Meals  on  'Vheels  Service 
and  local  school  children  all  playing  a part.  During  the  minors  strike 
in  the  early  part  of  the  yec^r  both  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies 
helped  to  ensure  that  the  elderly  and  handicapped;  did  not  suffer  hardship. 

The  elderly  persons,  numbering  over  a hundred,  occupying  the  council 
owned  bungalows  wore  very  capably  looked  after  by  the  three  resident 
Wardens., 

Both  the  Abbeyfield  and  Fulwood  Housing  Associations  provided 
suitable  accommodation  for  older  persons  on  a full  board  basis,  with 
resident  wardens.  Both  these  make  a useful  contribution  to  the  Welfare 
of  the  Aged,

LABORATORY  SERVICE 


Both  the  Public  Health  and  Group  Laboratories  are  situated  in 
Meadow  Street,  Preston. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  routine  samples  of  milk,  ice  cream 
and  water  were  continued  during  the  year  together  with  the  biological 
examination  of  milk  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacillus  and  brucella 
organisms,  and  also  the  examination  of  faecal  specimens  and  suspected 
foods  in  cases  of  food  poisoning  and  dysentery. 

A total  of  134  samples  and  specimens  were  submitted  and  examined 
during  the  year  and  reports  subsequently  issued  on  the  results  of  the 
various  tests. 

Chemical  analyses  were  usually  carried  out  by  the  Coionty  /nalyst. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES

A free  chiropody  service  is  available  for  elderly  people,  registered 
handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers,  A special  clinic  for  this 
is  held  for';rightly  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at  the  County  Council  Clinic, 
Lythara  Road.  A domiciliary  service  is  available  for  those  imable  to 
attend  the  clinic. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Fulwood  Old  People’s  V/elfare  Committee 
provide  a chiropody  clinic  for  elderly  persons  only.  Sessions  are  held 
regularly  at  the  Galloway  Hall,  Brackenbury  Road.  Treatment  is  also 
given  in  t'rjo  homes  of  the  sick  and  disabled. 

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  employed  in  the  district  for  a variety  of  cases 
including:-  confinements,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity.  Night 
Helps  may  be  employed  where  needed. 

Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons 

The  Centre  situated  in  Brackenbury  Road  and  run  by  the  County  Council 
was  in  use  from  Monday  to  Thursday  inclusive  each  week  as  a handicraft 
centre  for  handicapped  persons. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Coionty  Council  continued  to  hold  their  Social 
and  Handicraft  centre  every  Friday  afternoon  at  the  William  VJilding 
Galloway  Hall  in  Brackenbury  Road,  as  the  other  centre  was  not  big 
enough  to  accommodate  the  numbers  who  attend  this  session. 

The  Derby  School  for  the  Partially  Sighted  situated  in  Lytham  Road, 
continued  its  useful  work.  This  is  a residential  school  for  children 
and  there  are  also  workshops  for  adults,  where  such  articles  as  baskets, 
brushes  and  woollens  are  made. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The  Regional  Hospital  Boat'd  provides  the  hospital  and  sanatorium 
accommodation  for  patients  suffering  from  this  disease.  A chest  clinic 
for  patients  residing  in  this  District  is  situated  at  Sharoe  Green 
Hospital.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Preston  and  District  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supply 
of  water  to  the  Eulwood  Urban  District. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  ti-  the  area  during  1972,  and  samples 
were  taken  regularly  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  of  these 
maintainv.d  a high  bacteriological  standard. 

RegiB-'r  samples  are  also  taken  by  the  water  board  staff  and  submitted 
to  their  : laboratory  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis.  Copies

Sewerage  and  Sev/age  Control 

Under  the  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme,  effluent  from  this  area  is  dealt 
with  at  the  Preston  Corporation  Sewage  V/orks  at  Freckloton.  In  general 
the  sewerage  system  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year.  Extensions  to  the  system  were  laid  by  private  developers  to  serve 
new  housing  estates.  199  private  houses  and  48  council  flats  were 
completed  in  1972  and  all  wore  connected  to  main  drainage. 

Sanitary  i^ccommodation 

Nearly  all  properties  in  the  district  have  water  closets  installed 
with  drainage  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system.  A number  of 
properties  in  the  outlying  rural  aroos  have  to  utilise  the  Septic  Tank 
system  of  drainage  as  there  are  no  moan  drainage  facilities  available.

HOUSING 


General 


With  the  majr.rity  of  houses  being  owner  occupied  the  general 
standard  in  the  district  remains  at  a high  level.  There  are  no  unfit 
houses  requiring  clearance  area  procedure  or  individual  demolition 
orders . 


Private  housing  dovelopnent  continued  in  several  areas  during  the 
year  under  review  and  199  houses  were  completed  by  the  developers. 

The  Council  estate  of  48  one  and  two  bedroomed  flats  was  compl^-ted 
and  occupied  by  the  end  of  May. 

Housing  of  the  Aged 

The  two  old  peoples  bungalow  estates  wore  fully  occupied  during  the 
year  and  there  is  unfortunately  a long  waiting  list  of  applicants  for 
any  vacancies  that  occur. 

The  Fulwood  Abbeyfield  Housing  Society  also  helj^s  to  provide 
suitable  facilities  for  elderly  persons.  Six  of  these,  together  with 
resident  warden,  are  acccmm<-dated  in  the  house  provided  in  Watling 
Street  Road. 

The  acquisition  of  a house  in  L -wor  Bank  Road  will  increase  the 
nwnber  of  elderly  persons  v;ho  can  be  accommodated  by  this  Society,  when 
the  necessary  alterations  are  carried  out. 

Howard  House  situated  in  Garstang  Road  and  under  the  management  of 
the  Fulwood  Housing  Association  accf^niraodated  seven  elderly  persons,  a 
resident  warden  and  also  has  additional  accommodation  for  short  stay 
resi^lents.

Inspection  of  Dwelling  H.  uses 

During  the  year  under  review  528  visits  were  made  to  36O  houses  to 
inspect  for  any  defects.  At  252  properties  new  defects  v/ore  foimd, 
the  majority  being  of  an  easily  remedied  character,  and  all  but  7 of 
these  had  been  abated  by  the  end  of  the  ye.ajr.  It  was  necessary  to 
serve  1 Statutory  Notice  and  4 informal  notices  in  order  to  get 
certain  works  of  repair  carried  out. 

Overcrowding 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  fovind  to  exist  during  the  year. 

Housing  Applicants 

New  applications  for  houses,  flqts  and  old  peoples  accommodation 
continued  to  be  received  throughout  the  year.  However  the  completion 
of  48  flats  in  Mill  Lane  helped  to  relieve  most  of  our  housing  problems. 
These  were  all  occupied  by  the  end  of  May  and  in  fact  before  the  end 
of  the  year  two  were  vacated  and  relet.  8 other  three  bedroomed  houses 
also  became  vacant  during  the  year,  but  5 of  these  tenants  moved  to  the 
smaller  flat  accommodation. 


9 of  the  old  peoples  bungalows  came  available  for  reletting  due  to 
the  death  or  hospitalisation  of  the  occupant.

After  some  months  delay,  due  to  a residents  objection  and  the 
necessity  for  a ministerial  hearing  the  smoke  control  order  for  area 
No. 3 was  finally  confirmed  in  Septemebr  and  is  due  to  come  into 
operation  on  the  1st  July,  1973* 

The  survey  and  preparation  work  for  area  No.^  was  put  under  way 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  approved  by  Council  in  November  and 
submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment  in  December. 
This  order  should  come  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1973* 

SHOPS  ACT  1930 

The  County  Council  is  the  Shops  Act  j.uthority  for  this  area,  but 
delegated  certain  functions  to  this  Council.  These  functions  are 
mainly  concerned  with  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  temperature, 
washing  facilities  and  hours  of  employment  for  young  persons.

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Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  the  year  ending  3'lst  December  1972 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  .and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  this,  my  sixteenth.  Annual  Report  to 
the  Coimcil  on  the  work  of  the  department  for  the  year  1972. 

This  will  probably  be  the  last  full  report  to  be  prepared,  due  to 
the  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  which  will  become  operative  on 
1st  April  197^»  As  many  of  the  statistics  given  in  the  report  are  only 
available  from  their  respective  sources  during  the  second  quarter  of  the 
year  it  will  obviously  not  be  possible  to  complete  a 1973  report  before 
April  197^.  Lven  an  abbreviated  version  would  create  some  difficulty  as 
one  can  envisage  the  tremendous  amount  of  time  and  effort  involved  both 
before  and  after  the  emergence  of  the  new  district  6,  This  was  already 
becoming  evident  during  the  second  half  of  1972  when  a variety  of 
information  had  to  be  compiled  concerning  public  health,  housing  and 
associated  matters  and  project  group  meetings  between  officers  of  the 
constituent  authorities  were  commenced.  Discussions  at  these  meetings 
being  aimed  at  preparing  for  a relatively  smooth  change  over  on  the 
appointed  day. 

This  current  year  has  seen  changes  in  the  work  and  staff  of  my 
department.  Early  in  the  year  it  was  approved  by  Council  that  all  work 
concerned  with  improvement  grant  applications  and  the  repair  and  maintenance 
of  Council  houses  should  be  dealt  with  by  this  department,  'iiththis  in  view 
Mr.  E.  Roe  was  transferred  from  his  work  as  General  Assistant  in  Jtine  and 
redesignated  Technical  Assistant  to  carry  out  the  above  mentioned  work  and 
also  duties  under  the  Clean  Air  Act.  Mr.  F.  Turner  was  then  appointed  as 
General  Assistant  in  the  department.  Mr.  T.F.  Moore  who  was  Assistant 
Public  Health  Inspector  moved  to  another  Authority  at  the  end  of  September, 
but  fortunately  I was  without  an  assistant  for  only  a few  weeks  imtil 
Mr.  D.  Taylor  joined  us  from  Blackpool  County  Borough  on  23rd  October. 

Miss  S,  Greene  the  Clerk/Typist  left  at  the  end  of  April  and  Mrs,  M.C, 
Stafford  was  appointed  to  take  her  place. 

This  has  been  another  busy  year  which,  apart  from  the  normal  routine 
matters  requiring  attention,  entailed  the  department  in  a considerable 
amount  of  work  in  other  spheres. 

Early  in  the  year  due  to  the  miners  strike  we  were  called  upon  to 
ensure  that  those  houses  where  there  were  elderly  persons,  cases  of 
sickness,  or  very  young  children  did  not  run  short  of  fuel.  To  this  end 
we  had  to  verify  if  applicants  fell  into  any  of  these  categories  and  if 
necessary  issue  permits  for  them  to  obtain  fuel.  In  addition  to  this  a 
supply  of  wood  was  obtained  which  was  issued  at  a nominal  charge  to  those 
in  need,  particularly  the  elderly. 
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The  48  new  Council  flats  on  the  Mill  Lane  site  which  were  commenced 
in  August  197'1  were  completed  during  the  yer^x,  these  became  available  for 
occupation  during  the  period  9th  February  to  29th  May.  considerable 
amount  of  time  was  spent  in  visiting  applicants  for  these  and  in  checking 
the  flats  before  they  were  handed  over.  These  flats  helped  to  alleviate 
many  of  our  housing  problems.  The  official  opening  of  the  flats  was 
performed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Councillor  W,  Heaps  on  the 
evening  of  4th  October. 

A major  infestation  of  cockroaches  at  Fulwood  Barracks  was  success- 
fully dealt  with  using  an  appropriate  insecticide.  This  entailed  several 
night  visits  by  memb^^rs  of  the  staff,  as  the  treatment  could  only  be 
effectively  carried  out  when  the  affected  buildings  were  not  in  use. 

Smoke  Control  was  to  the  fore  during  the  year.  No.  3 Order  which  had 
been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  confirmation  at  the  end  of 
1971,  was  unfortunately  delayed  due  to  an  objection  to  the  order  by  one 
of  the  residents.  This  necessitated  a special  hearing  londer  an  Inspector 
appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Department  of  the  Snvironment, 
This  was  hold  at  the  Council  Offices  in  June.  Following  this  the  order 
was  then  confirmed  but  the  date  of  operation  was  put  hack  to  July  1973. 

At  the  time  the  No,  3 order  was  confirmed  in  September  we  were  in  the 
process  of  surveying  area  No. 4 and  preparing  the  appropriate  order  for 
approval.  Dealing  with  two  areas  at  the  same  time  with  a limited  staff 
can  create  problems,  but  fortunately  the  work  seemed  to  proceed  quite 
smoothly. 

To  offset  the  above  mentioned  items  we  were  pleased  that  the  incidence 
of  food  poisoning  and  dysentery  was  very  low  during  the  year.  It  was 
however  necessary  to  carry  out  investigations  into  several  mild  cases  of 
enteritis,  although  no  causative  organism  was  ascertained. 

As  in  previous  years  all  types  of  premises  have  bten  inspected  for 
compliance  with  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations,  Details  of  these  are 
tabulated  in  the  following  pages. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  support  and  confidence  diAring  the  year,  Dr.  Walker  for  his  help 
and  guidance,  and  all  the  staff  for  their  willing  assistance  at  all  times.

HOUSING  ACT  1969  / HOUSING  FIIA-iNCE  ACT  1972 

Part  of  the  Housing  Act  I969  was  supe  rseded  by  the  Housing  Finance  /^ct 
1972  in  regard  to  controlled  tenancies  and  the  issue  of  qualification 
certificates . 

During  the  year  under  review  14  applications  for  qualification  certificates 
were  received.  Two  of  these  were  refused  as  the  property  was  not  considered 
to  be  in  a good  state  of  repair;  two  were  subsequently  withdrawn  by  the  owner, 
one  was  granted  and  nine  were  still  being  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Seven  qualification  certificates  were  granted  in  1972  but  these  applied 
to  applications  made  in  1971#

9 Samples  of  cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  7 were 
reported  as  grade  1 ; 1 as  grade  2;  both  these  grades  being  satisfactory.  Only 
one  sample  failed  to  attain  the  required  standard,  being  reported  as  grade  4. 
The  necessary  investigations  were  made  into  this  failure  and  the  subsequent 
samples  were  of  grade  1 .

3 cartons  of  this  commodity  were  checked  and  all  were  satisfactory. 
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4,  Ice  Cream 


A total  of  19  samples  was  obtained,  with  I3  of  these  being  pre-wrappod 
and  the  other  6 being  the  loose  or  soft  variety.  11  of  the  pre-wrapped 
samples  were  grade  1 , end  one  grade  2 , with  the  remaining  one  not  being 
satisfactory  having  been  reported  as  grade  All  but  one  of  the  soft 
ice  cream  samples  were  grade  1 • 

In  1972  there  were  four  applications  for  premises  to  be  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  these  were  all  approved  for  the  sale  of  pre- 
wrapped ice  cream  only.  Tnis  brings  the  total  of  registered  premises 
in  the  district  to  3S.  In  addition  there  are  three  mobile  shops  trading 
in  the  area. 

Meat  & Other  Foods 


A full  meat  inspection  service  was  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
with  433  visits  being  made  to  the  private  slaughterhouse.  There  are  now 
l4  shops  in  the  district  selling  butchers  meat,  one  having  closed  down  in 
1972.  These  were  all  inspected  during  the  year  and  in  some  cases 
recommendations  were  made  for  certain  improvements  to  be  c-arried  out. 

In  the  table  below  the  percentage  of  the  number  of  animals  found  to 
be  affected  with  some  disease  may  seem  rather  high,  in  particular  with 
regard  to  cows  and  other  cattle.  However  in  most  of  these  cases  only 
the  liver  was  affected,  mainly  with  the  liver  fluke  or  other  parasite. 
This  only  rendered  that  particular  organ  unfit  for  human  consumption 
but  had  no  affect  on  the  remainder  of  the  carcase. 

In  the  past  twelve  months  there  bas  been  a considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered,  2663  compared  with  575  in  the  previous 
year,  but  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  cows  and  sheep  killed.  This 
leaves  an  overall  increase  for  the  year  under  review  of  12%.

i^lthough  it  has  been  possible  to  increase  the  number  of  visits  made 
to  the  two  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  district,  the  inspection 
service  for  this  commodity  falls  far  short  of  that  desired.  The  ultimate 
aim  must  be  for  100%  inspection  of  poultry  as. with  the  meat  inspection 
service  at  the  i:>rivate  slaughterhouse.  . . . _ 

However  with  a throughput  of  over  150,000  birds  per-  year  this  would 
not  be  possible* without  additional  staff  permanently  based  at  the'" 
processing  plants.  Therefore  the  present  arrangements  have  to  suffice 
with  plant  employees  operating  a spotter  system  and  rejecting  birds 
considered  to  be  imfit  for  sale. 

Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations  19^3 

There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district. 

DISLrtSES  OF  ANIM..LS  (W>;STE  POODS)  ORDLR,  1957 

This  deals  with  the  licensing  of  waste  food  boiling  plants,  and  is 
a function  which  is  delegated  to  this  Council  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council.  Only  one  plant  is  licensed  and  in  operation  in  this  district. 

Early  in  December,  following  the  outbreaks  of  Swine  Vesicular 
Disease  in  the  midlands,  we  were  asked  to  pay  a special  visit  to  the 
plant  to  ensure  that  it  was  operating  satisfactorily,  and  that  certain 
recommendations  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  were  being  adhered  to,  • 
This  was  found  to  be  so.
